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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on 03/01/06. As directed 
by the amendment: claims 1,4 and 6-9 have been amended; and claims 2-3 and 5 have 
been cancelled. It is noted that applicant's remark on p. 5 "Claims 1, 4, 6-f0 remain in 
this application. Claims 1,4, and 6-70 are amended. Claims 2-3 and 5 are canceled" 
appears to be incorrect. There is no claim 10 pending. Thus, claims 1, 4 and 6-9 are 
presently pending in this application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed on 10/22/2003 have been approved as indicated on the 
attached "Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review," PTO-948. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 4 and 6-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 1, the closest prior art Nonoue et al. '563 although discloses a 
horizontal displacement mechanism for causing the massaging rollers to engage in 
horizontal displacement, it fails to teach or render obvious a horizontal displacement 
mechanism comprising a drive source, a drive member driven by the drive source, a 
first connection rod pivoted with the drive member, and a second connection rod pivoted 
with the first connection rod whereby the second connection rod is fastened at one end 
between two sides of the rubbing shaft sleeve, wherein the rubbing shaft sleeve of the 
rubbing mechanism is of an eccentric construction, and the rubbing shaft sleeve is 
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further provided with a slide block whereby the slide block is slidably located in a guide 
slot of the rubbing shaft. 

Re claim 6, the closest prior art Nonoue et al. '563 although discloses a 
horizontal displacement mechanism for causing the massaging rollers to engage in 
horizontal displacement, it fails to teach or render obvious a horizontal displacement 
mechanism comprising a drive source, a drive member driven by the drive source, a 
first connection rod pivoted with the drive member, and a second connection rod pivoted 
with the first connection rod whereby the second connection rod is fastened at one end 
between two sides of the rubbing shaft sleeve, wherein the second connection rod of 
the horizontal displacement mechanism is fastened at one end with a horizontal rod of a 
link set, and the horizontal rod is further provided at two ends with a triangular link plate, 
each link plate having a connection hole to fit with the rubbing shaft of the rubbing 
mechanism, thereby locating the two link plates at two sides of the rubbing shaft sleeve.
